There are three proposed routes 
for the highway, two starting 
from Prince George, B.C. and 
third by the prairies and Edmon- 
ton. Dimond favors a route from 
Prince George to Fairbanks, 
Alaska, by way of White Horse, 
Yukon, but it has been understood 
here that Canadian authorities 
favor a route farther to the east, 
from Prince George to Dawson in 
the Yukon.

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\Germans Claim 


Alleged Plot 
Murder Hitler 


. LONDON, Feb. 18—(CP)—The 
German radio was heard last 
night to claim that plans against 
the life of Hitler and his foreign 
minister, Ribbentrop, had been in 
possession of the Netherlands 
foreign minister, Eelco N. Van 
Kleffens, and that the minister 
had “attempted to do away with 
the government of the Reich.” 

The Germans claimed the docu- 
ments describing the alleged plot 
were found among the effects of 
Edouard Daladier, former French 
premier, and among those of Baron 
d'Arnauld de Vitrolles, former 
French minister to The Nether- 
lands, 

The broadcast asserted that 
“wirepullers of the British govern- 
ment” were behind what it called 
the “planned murder.” It also 
claimed details of the alleged plot 
were sent to Daladier by De Vitrol- 
les on Oct. 12, 1939, a little more 
than a month after the start of the 
war. 


PURPOSE NOT APPARENT 


The purpose of the claims was not 
immedmately apparent to observers 
here unless it should be an attempt 
to pin accusations on Daladier who 
is one member of the former French 
administration awaiting “trial” on 
charges of having led France to war 
and defeat. 

Netherlands sources in London 
described the German charges as 
“utter nonsense and absolutely 
false.” At the time of the purported 
plot the Netherlands was endeavor- 
we to pursue the strictest neutral- 
ity. 
ee 
to the Soviet Union and fight the 
Fascists.” 

Quartered in the same room as 
the Spaniards were 40 or 50 Poles 
who had conscripted into German 
labor battalions. 

A new batch of German prison- 
ers—86 of them—arrived at this 
prison camp today. We didn't 
see them but the Russians told 
us that 25 of them were so weak 
from exposure, hunger and ex- 
haustion that they will require 
medical attention. Most of them 
had been picked up, singly or 
in small groups, in the forests 
back of the Russian front where 
some had been hiding or wander- 
ing for days in aw effort to es- 
cape to their own lines. There 
were several severe cases of frost- 
bite among them. One poor 
wretch, who had been found 
lying helpless in the snow, had a 
leg that was frosen and gangren- 
ous to the knee and had to uNder- 
go an immediate amputation. All 
these men overrun with lice. 

Germans rarely surrender in 
large units. When hopelessly sur- 
rounded they break up ‘into small 
groups and try to slip through holes 
in the encircling cordon. Talking 
with prisoners at the camp here, 
I asked why. A 26-year old private. 
Alfred Hutch, spoke up: 

“We were told by our officers 
that if the Russiays captured us 
we would probably be killed and 
that the best we could expect was 
crue] treatment.” 

Hutch, who had been at the camp 
since December, also had notions 
about German morale. 


WAR DRAGGED ON 

“At the front,” he said, “doubts 
were beginning to creep into our 
minds because thing. were not 
turning out as our commanders and 
our propaganda had prophesied. 
We had been told that the war 
would be over quickly but it drag- 
ged on. We had been told that 
Moscow would fal] before Christ- 
mas, but the troops in the field were 
not so sure. The cold weather and 
lack of winter clothing caused a 
great deal of discomfort and dis- 


satisfaction. 
Hutch asserted that there is now 
one section of the Wehrmacht 


which believes in victory in the 
spring, another which thinks it will 
take much longer. 

Other prisoners interviewed all 
echoed the complaint about the 
Russian winter and the inad- 
equacy of German clothing, Hans 
Gehg, 31-year-old leader of one 
of the dormitories, seemed more 
alert and responsive than his 
fellows. He was an observer in & 
bomber brought down near Mos- 
cow. We asked him why the Ger- 
mans had not bombed the Soviet 
Capital more heavily. 

“It is mainly because of Moscow’s 
anti-aircraft barrage.” he replied 
“The flack (ack-ack) at Moscow 
ig much heavier than at London or 
anywhere else. Our officers told us 
the Russians were using good anti- 
aireraft guns of German design.” 

This last remark brought laugh- 
ter from the Russian officer at my 
side.

A large part of their forces are 
involved in Manila, thanks to Gen.

Under the circumstances, an at- 
tempted invasion of Australia and 

India might be ‘equivalent to 

sticking her neck out. It is inter- 

esting to note that H. J, Van 

Mook, lieutenant governor of the 

Dutch Indies, observed in Syd- 
ney (today that a large scale in- 
vasion of Australia would mean 
such a drain on Japanese forces 
and shipping that he does not 

think they will try it. 

The Indian ocean naturally offers 

a tempting praspect to Japan, Her 
Phe forces now have unimpeded 
access to it past Singapore through 
the Straits of Malacca. The line of 
supplies from Britain and the Unit- 
ed States flows past Capetown to 
Suez, the Persian Gulf, India and 
China. 

Japanese submarines undoubtedly 
soon will be operating in the In- 
dian ocean. To occupy Madagascar, 
with Vichy’s connivance, ag a base 
of operations closer to the Middle 
East shipping lanes would be a 
more ambitious project, 


REQUIRES LARGE FORCE 

To take Madagascar and hold 
sway over the Indian ocean would 
require considerable use of the 
Japanese fleet and air force. It is a 
question whether Japan has enough 
to spare for that and still dominate 
the western Pacific. It would’ re- 
quire a large Japanese force, con- 
tinuously in operation to break off 
the supply line which the United 
States hag established to New Zea- 
land and Australia. 

It the Pacific fleet is weakened 
too much fer Indian ocean oper- 
ations, the United States navy, bas 
& chance to whil'le down the Jap- 
anese outposia in the westers 


Pacific one by one in a steady 
Progress of reconquest. The navy's 
rald on the Marshall and Gilbert 
islands suggested the pattern. 

If Hitler tries to drive through to 
Suez and Japan across the Indian 
ocean to meet him, Japan's rear 
might be exposed to the United 
States. 


Ottawa Completes 
Non-War Estimates 


OTTAWA, Feb. 18--(CP)—The 
main non-war estimates for the 
1942-43 fiscal year have been com- 
pleted and will be tabled in the 
House of Commons as soon as the 
vote on the address in reply to the 
speech from the throne is taken, it 
was learned Tuesday night. 


As in every year since the war 
the main estimates will not include 
the war expenditures which will be 
in a separate war appropriation bill. 

Yesterday in the house Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King said it 
was possible the $1,000,000,000 gift 
to Britain of munitions, materials 
and foodstuffs would be introduced 
in the form of a separate bill and 
it was learned later that Finance 
Minister Ilsley has definitely de- 
cided on that course. 

Neither the war appropriation bill 
nor the gift bill is yet ready.

RED HOT ISSUE 


While this conflict of view was 
often bitter in November and Dec- 
ember, it has become red hot in the 
past six weeks, because of Japan's 
fapid conquests. 

Previously it was, perhaps, not 
unmanageable because while many 
ministers and members believed 
that we should concentrate on war 
industry rather than on a big army, 
they were not prepared to press 
their opposition against the judg- 
ment of the general staff. 

Today, with every war cable 
telling of the loss of territory due 
to lack of equipment, not of men, 
and with the western defences of 
Canada only lightly screened by 
defence forces the political situa- 
tion is more critical. 


The secret session will see the 
opponents of the general staff take 
their case to the House of Com- 
mons and while the proceedings be 
secret, there is no doubt that they 
will be plain, forthright speaking. 

The record of this conflict is ap- 
parent in the development of pol- 
icy at Ottawa since the opening of 
the session 

The adoption of the larger army 
program by the government made 
conscription for overseas inevitable. 
Hence the decision to hold a pleb- 
iscite. While the generals and the 
government believe the larger 
army can be supported by the vol- 
untary system, it should be remem- 
bered that Col, J-L. Ralston, min- 
ister of National Defence, was care- 
ful to say in his speech of February 
10. that if the voluntary system 
failed he was for conscription, 


RECONSIDER PROGRAM 

Right now the government as a 
whole is concerned lest the de- 
fenceless state of the cowmtry 
should affect the vote on the pleb- 
iscite. But as the war news has 
become more threatening the de- 
mand for a reconsideration of the 
1942 army program has become 
more insistent. It was evident last 
week that the government was re- 
opening the discussions closed in 
January, when the big army pro- 
gram was approved. 

The general staff, however, is 
known to be opposed to any recon- 
sideration which would affect their 
plans for an army in Britain. The 
generals do not believe that we are 
in danger of attack. 

Meantime the demand for more 


adequate defence has grown, In 
résponse to it, the secret session 
was agreed to and unless satisfac- 

tory changes in the army pro- 
gram are sanctioned, the dissatis- 
faction will not end with the 
secret session. 

The keyman in the whole picture 
is Col, Ralston. What’ position he 
takes as between the general staff 
and those who are demanding. more 
adequate home defence, is not 
known. But it is known that hith- 
erto he has accepted the viewpoint 
of the genera!s.

“BY WILL OF PEOPLE" 

He urged conscription “by the 


will of the people of Canada” and 
not “by the wil) of a little group of 
Fascist-minded people.” 

Lieut. Tremblay said Quebec is 
doing and will continue to do all 
that is humanly possible to aid the 
war effort, but, he added: 

“Quebec stands to a man against 
conscription because of the way 
conscription was thrown at us in 
1917.” 

Maurice Gingues (Lib. Sher- 
brooke) supported the principle of 
the plebiscite but said he is opposed 
to conscription for military service 
Overseas and conscription of 
wealth, 

“In opposing conscription for 
service overseas. I am speaking for 
Canadian mothers, whether they 
speak French, English or any 
other language,” he said.

“The result of conscription is a 
lowering of the birth-rate which 
means an undermining of the fam- 
ily, the fundamental unit on which 
the nation is built.”

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Where Are The Bases? 


The gentlemen who a few months 


ago were telling the fore of the 
United States that Hitler was quite 
powerless to harm them or their secur- 
ity, even if he should have any such 
unthinkable purpose, would have a hard 
time explaining away the submarines 
which sank three tankers off the Vene- 
zuela coast and shelled the oil refinery 
on the island of Aruba. The command- 
ers of the submersibles could quite as 
easily have sneaked into New York har- 
bor and fired the city with incendiary 
shells. They preferred to make targets 
of the tankers and the oil refinery, at 
considerably more inconveniénce to 
themselves, because these were militar- 
ily more important. 

While Hitler's U-boats are striking 
at the Allies’ oil supply in the Atlantic, 
his Far Eastern ally is striking at 
their similar supplies in the Pacific. 
That puts the “shoe” for the time being 
on the other foot. Allied observers 
have been confident that scarcity of 
oil would soon or later cripple the Axis 
air and mechanized land and sea forces 
in both zones. Now it is our own oil 
resources which are threatened, with a 
grave possibility that those in the Pa- 
cific may be lost and pass into the 
hands of the enemy. The “oil war” is 
= in some danger of going into reverse in 
that area. 

+ Where the Atlantic raiders are get- 
ting their supplies of fuel and muni- 
tions is still a mystery, one upon which 
Allied scouting forces and consular 
representatives abroad should centre 
their attention. The one thing sure is 
that the submarines are not journey- 
ing all the way back to Germany to re- 
fill their tanks and take on new loads of 
torpedoes.

When Good News? 


TT 

The Australian radio over the week- 
end broadcast an item of news that 
carries a moral for Canadians, particu- 
larly when they are being asked to buy 
Victory Loan bonds. An Australian 
warship Yescued 1,500 troops and sail- 
> ors from a transport en route from 
* Singapore to one of ‘the Netherlands 
- islands, The announcer said “forty 
Japanese bombers attacked the trans- 
port ten miles from Singapore island,” 
and kept up the attack on the trans- 
port and the rescuing warship for 
hours. 

The Japanese were at the time mak- 
ing an unprecedented onslaught upon 
the Singapore defenders, employing 
dive-bombers in hundreds. Yet they 
could afford to detach 40 bombers to 
chase one transport, in hope of pre- 
venting 1,500 troops making good their 
escape and living to fight again some- 
where else. Some vague notion may be 
formed of the “clouds” of planes at the 
disposal of the Japanese commander; 
and Singapore was only one of a half- 
dozen or more places where Japanese 
airmen in force were being used at that 
moment, 

That is the condition which has to 
be met and overcome before we can 
deal with the Japanese on even terms. 
It is not a case of building hundreds of 
planes for use in the Pacific, but thous- 
ands and still more thousands—and of 
keeping them rolling off the construc- 
tion lines so fast that losses will be 
made up and the Allied air power in 
that area grow steadily, surely and 
rapidly, 

This is only one of the tasks which 
the United Nations must accomplish 
before they can reasonably expect to 
stop the record of reverses and turn the 
tide of battle. The bearing of the fact 
on the Loan campaign is direct and 
plain. We in Canada must help, di- 
rectly or indirectly, to pay for planes 
and guns and bullets to shoot the Jap- 
anese air force out of the Pacific skies, 
Then we can look for good news from 
the Orient. 


Let’s Face The Facts 


With the Japanese holding the 
ashes and twisted steel which mark the 
site of Sumatra’s $100,000,000 oil re- 
finery, a spokesman at, Batavia says 
perhaps ‘only a miracle can save the 
Netherlands Indies—but miracles do 
sometimes happen.” And from Ran- 
goon comes word that the Empire 
forces have lost their Salween River 
line and enough territory west of the 
river to put the enemy within 50 miles 
of a railway junction through which 
passes the bulk of the supplies going to 
China over the Burma road. 

These items make depressing read- 
ing. They explain what Mr, Chur- 
chill) meant in saying there may be 
more bad news to come from the South 
Pacific. But it is better to face the 
situation squarely, for only if they do 
so can the peoples of the Allied coun- 
tries fortify themselves against heavy 
discouragement should the worst occur. 
Tt may be, though it also may not be, 
that in a matter of months the United 
Nations will not contro) one foot of ter- 
ritory in the southern Pacific. That 
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grim possibility should be recognized 
now, and the reaction discounted by 
anticipation. 

But should this happen—it has not 
happened yet—the Japanese will not 
have won their war. They never can 
win it unless they compel the United 
States, Britain, China and the Nether- 
lands to sign over to them the title to 
the property they have grabbed and 
plan to grab. To do that they would 
have to invade this continent and blud- 
geon Washington into submission. And 
their logical place for a continental in- 
vasion is the coast of British Columbia. 

This is what Canada’s Government 
and parliament and people should be 
thinking about now, and taking every 
practicable means to prevent. What 
Premier Curtin has said in respect to 
Australia is in degree true of Canada: 
Our immediate problem is no longer 
that of’ contributing to a world-wide 
war, but preparing to resist the threat- 
ened invasion of ote homeland.

An estimate made at London is that 
6,000 to 8,000 Nazi planes have been 
destroyed on the Russian front since 
the fighting began, a little less than 
eight months ago. A loss of something 
more than 1,000 planes per month in 
one zone must represent a heavy drain 
on producing facilities and material 
supplies also strained to keep up the 
output of all other types of fighting 
machinery; and Russia is not the only 
front on which the Nazis have been 
losing planes at the rate of hundreds 
per month.

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Social Justice 


Editor, Bulletin: For a time I used to 
regard Mr. Weir’s column with a jaundiced 
eye due to his angle on the Russian posi- 
tion which seemed to be governed more 
by strong prejudice than authentic in- 
formation. 

However, some time ago he wrote re- 
garding the social background of our war 
effort and the need for social security be- 
ginning now as an evidence of faith in the 
cause for which we claim to be fighting. 
That is the basic factor. A genuine Can- 
adian war effort for freedom must be 
equated on the home front. : 

It is impossible to have a real demo- 
cratic effort unless freedom functions and 
the people enjoy liberty in the true sense 
—freedom from poverty and want. From 
this freedom would emerge an inspiration 
that would sweep putrid Nazism into 
oblivion in short order. 

We have been suffering from the policy 
of starvation and coercion—Norway, Den- 
mark, Crete, Singapore. From such a social 
background as the democracies afford it 
ig natural that the war effort is governed 
accordingly. Socially, the democracies are 
free of muddle and rot. It works out 
similarly in all spheres, lack of real driv- 
ing force. _ 

The democracies have been and are s0 
fearful of the home front, of freedom be- 
ing a fact, of the governing elements 
losing their privileges and profit, that they 
are torn by contradictions. Imagine a 
plebiscite after two and a half years of 
war on total war effort! Under the cir- 
cumstances I’m for it as I realise the Que- 
bec implications but it shows how forms of 
democracy in Canada are all in Hitler’s 
favor, 

In all our propaganda there is no ring 
of security. The braying voice of Lorne 
Green in “Carry On, Canada” with its 
falsetto tone, pretty well expressed our 
war effort. The program which, thank 
goodness, has now ceased, was a good 
criterion of how we shape up and aim. 
There was no aim, just “freedom”—the 
old, rotten status quo that spawned Hitler 
and hell, “freedom” to starve. That was 
the voice, too, of “Carry On, Canada”. 

We are remote from reality here, Not 
that we want huge casualty lists to satis- 
fy our urge for victory and that the stark 
truth be brought home by such losses. We 
want to prevent that by going all out. We 
can only go al] out through national unity, 
through a kinship among our people, 
This is far from the case in Canada where 
big business runs this war effort and labor 
is ancillary, Labor that makes the guns, 
mans them, dies in war and after the war, 
begs to live, I know it. So do millions 
more. 

This must be changed if we are to be 
victorious. And Victory does not mean 
just beating Hitler, If it does not defeat 
poverty it is a curse. We must apply the 
same scientific solutions to social misery as 
we do to disease, engineering, chemistry. 
Tf we can do so much for destruction, why 
not for construction?

As an old soldier of twenty 
years’ service with the Imperials and 
Canadian Expeditionary Forces with par- 
ticipation in three wars including sald 
service has been with infantry, cavalry 
and engineering branch. This class dis- 
tinction is quite prominent and quite plain 
to me, firstly in the dress. Air force super- 
jor walking out dress, other branches the 
working or battle dress. 

If the battle dress is good enough for 
the other branches it should apply same to 
the Air Force, Any sane thinking person 
knows that there's a far larger percentage 
of actual fighting men in each and every 
branch to the air force. I believe the ratio 
is for one flyer there's about a dozen 
ground force attached to each one which 
is about eight actually flying or fighting 
force to every hundred, | 

In some associations to which I belong 
it has been an actual fact in some of their 
socials to invite air force only till I took 
it up and insisted if say a dozen invitations 
are available to send to our forces, they’ 
should be sent as follows: three each to the 
navy, army, air force and Mounted Police. 
Then you include all the services which 
are serving us. 

I am not discriminating against the 
air force. Far from it, as I've relatives and 
friends with this branch. I also have rela- 
tives and friends in other branches. Some 
of my relatives have got Palestine, Egypt 
Hong Kong and now in the Malay Penin- 


sula to their credit, friends also in the 
far east, Libya or elsewhere and India, 
all in various branches outside of air force. 
With this you can see that your article is 
an absolute truth of the clas’ distinction 
which is very prominent all over, 

In regards to the motorists it’s the 
same, According to what has been pub- 
lished in the past it was understood that 
the air force was supposed to be under 
orders that there was to be no thumbing 
rides, but as an indifferent motorist, I’ve 
had more thumbing off the air force than 
other branches, I’ve also had on one occa- 
sion the pleasure of accommodating at 
once picking up the troops on my way 
here and there a couple from the navy, 
one army and one airforce at one time. 

So I say as an old timer, more of the 
game stuff you gave us will be welcome 
and start making people get away from 
this class distinction which is arising if 
it’s all right for the navy and air force to 
have a nice neat walking out dress, every 
branch of the army should have likewise. 
If not let them all be clothed with the 
battle dress, navy, army, Air force and 
Mounties during the duration. 


This class distinction has a very bad 
effect on the troops of every branch of 
the services, It was in the past, and is at 
present and will be in the future.

Results of Fall of Bastion May Be * 
Far-Reaching in All 
Far East 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 

Except for the purpose of guiding our 
course in future operations, there is little 
profit to be gained in mulling over the 
reasons for Singapore's fall. 

The thing to be studied, now, is the 
effect of it, What will be the immediate 
and eventual consequences of this reverse? 
Against what calamities resulting from 
this defeat must we be ; 
alert to guard ourselves? 

There is, of course, to 
begin with, the balance 
sheet in personnel and 
equipment. 

We have lost large 
quantities of guns and 
other~ material. A force 
of our fighting men, its 
numbers as yet undeter- 
mined, has been killed or 
put out of action, 

On the other hand, gyarota L. Welt 
the victory for the 
Japanese will release large numbegs of 
Japanese troops and SqinpsDen for oper- 
ations elsewhere. It will require far fewer 
belligerents to hold Singapore than it did 
to capture it. This is particularly true in 
view of the fact that the Japanese may Test 
fairly well assured that no allied attempt 
to recover the base is likely to be made 
within the next few months. 

Our strategy, for the next phase of the 
war, will be almost necessarily defensive. 

Certainly the Empire will demand that 
every ounce of imperial strength be 
thrown into the defence of Australia no 
matter how inviting other points of attack 


may appear. 
Prestige 

There is another loss we have suf- 
fered in this affair, however, that must 
be considered more seriously than the 
strategical embarrassment. 

That is what the Orientals call “loss of 
face”, 

British prestige has always been high 
in the Orient and, in fact, throughout all 
Asia, The Asiatics have considered the 
British to be invincible, indeed, of a phys- 
wary and morally superior race.

The Japanese feat in Singapore 
bound to shake their faith both in the in- 
vincibility of the white man and in their 
rejection of Japan's absurd claims. 

Hundreds of thousands of these peo- 
ple will begin to cherish secret misgivings 
that, perhaps, after all, Japan is destined 
to rule the world they know. Some of 
them, placidly ignoring the heroic stand 
of the common British and Australian sol- 
dier in Singapore, may even experience 
a secret thrill at the temporary victory 
of Orient over Occident. 

» Momentum 


By far the most important factor in 
the Singa re engagement js the momen- 
tum it will give the Japanese. 

Hitler’s conquests were all a matter of 
momentum. Every successful operation 
added to his weight of morale until threat- 
ened nations began to shudder even at his 
impending shadow. 

Tt is not to be thought that this momen- 
tum of morale will have a serious effect 
on the British, Americans or the Dutch. 
But it will have its effect on the Asiatic 
populations, ; 

It will not shake the unalterable deci- 
sion of the Chinese nation as a whole to 
free themselves from Japanese aggression. 
But it may create doubts among many of 
the more faint-hearted Chinese that they 
will be able to do it. 

Thus, no matter what the determina- 
tion of the Chinese Government may be, 
it must always fear, causelessly, we hope, 
the growth of a sentiment among some 
of its people for a negotiated and separate 
peace with Japan, 

Not Fatal 


From a strategical standpoint, the loss 
of Singapore is hot fatal. It would be @ 
very great mistake to conclude that any 
loss we have so far suffered is fatal. 

But it is emphatically essential to 
realize the seriousness of these losses and 
the extent of the handicap they impose 
upon us if we are to avoid defeat, because 
only a superhuman effort on the part of 
every living person in the Empire can 
assure victory. 

The loss of Singapore is not a call to 
despair, 

It is a call to work, effort and super- 
bunay exertions on the part of every one 

us.

not lost our superiority in the Pacific 
ocean. The Far Eastern war now seemed 
to be somewhat more difficult—but only 
for the next two months. Since then disas- 
ters have been compounded, and now one 
thing is clear: it was not merely the com- 
placency of our armed forces in Hawail 
that was to blame—it was the strength of 
Japan; and we knew nothing about it. 


Far East Lost 


Mr, Fletcher Pratt, the military writer, 
says, “The war in the Far East is lost,” 
adding, “it will take us a year to make an 
offensive.” 

Of course it is a shock. But I am abso- 
lutely sure that the people as a whole do 
not understand the dreadful meaning of 
these words. The first consequence is that 
this great country is dependent right now 
and for the next year on two nations 
whose renown has not been very great in 
America: China and Russia. The second 
is that this war will not only be prolonged, 
but will be enormously expensive in life 
and material. 

And the initial disaster at Pear] Harbor 
like the disaster of the Normandie, hap- 
pened because of a mental attitude, out of 
weakness of mind and character. The re- 
sponse of General Short and Admiral 
Kimmel to the Roberts report is to ask for 
retirement and their $6,000 pensions. And 
the judgment on the Normandie case is 
that it was only an “accident.” 


Not Satisfied 


The newspaper P.M. is not satisfied. It 
has been sending out reporters, disguised 
as workmen, to see whether it is difficult 
to commit sabotage on the water front, or 
in defence industries. Their reporters 
publish chapter and verse. It adds up to 
this: It is a cinch to commit sabotage any- 
where. One reporter got a job on the Nore 
mandie without any investigation whatso- 
ever, and in fact after hinting that he was 
“in trouble.” He smoked on the Normandie 
although it was against the rules and no 
one discovered him. He saw a hundred 
opportunities to set fires. After that, with 
his coat collar up, another reporter walked 
in, around, and out of a half a dozen de- 
fence industries, without the slightest 
opposition, 

And interviews with the responsible 
authorities elicited nothing except hostil- 
ity, an attitude of “mind-your-own-busi- 
ness-and-don’t-butt-in.” 

This war is the business of the people 
of the United States, whose lives, fortunes, 
and future are all at stake. 

This nation can win this war. But it is 
by no means certain that it will win it. 
Tt will not win it without a national 
awakening, and the basis of that awaken- 
ing will be indignation, I, as a citizen of 
the United States, again ask the depart- 
ment of justice; What are you doing about 
the organized Italian and German Fascist 
groups in this country and their American 
allies? I ask the department of labor: 
What have you done to clean up union 
racketeering, to organize the investigation 
of every union member, and above all, 
what have you done to educate the union 
membership and leadership in their. re- 
sponsibilities, and to mobilize them to help 
guard against the dangers? 

The appropriation of billions of dollars 
will not save America. Only the mobiliza- 
tion of the entire nation, meticulous plan- 
ning for all possible eventualities, scrupue 
lous attention of everyone to his duty, 
throwing overboard of easy-going ways, 
and a holding to accountancy of everyone 
charged with a task will save America. 

If sabotage crippled the, Normandie, 
laxness is responsible for that, If there 
was no sabotage the “accident” is all the 
more blameworthy.

Despite objections of the op- 
position that the bill was wrong 
in principle, the legislature on 
Tuesday: gave second reading to 
jan act to amend the Mining In- 
dustry Wages Security Act. The 
motion was carried on a voice 
vote, 

Three members objected strongly 
to the provision in the bill’ giving 
the cabinet power to designate an 
industry that should come under 
the act instead of specifying the 
industries in the act and allowing 
the legislature to pass on them. 

The original act of 1938 provided 
the definition of a “designated in- 
dustry” as a mine, quarry, salt 
mine, oil well or works for’ pro- 
cessing salt or tar sands, Under 
the act the minister of lands and 
mines could require security for 
wages to be posted. 

TO EXTEND SCOPE 

Hon, E. C. Manning, minister of 
trade and industry, who sponsored 
the bill, stated that the purpose of 
the amendment was to extend the 
scope of the act to other industries, 
one of which he had in mind was 
lumbering.

ERSONALLY I think that we will never see such days of intense 

interest in teams again. One reason is that present day sport does not 
seem to produce the colorful characters that gripped and thrilled the folks 
back 20 years ago. The only reason for this Jack of color seems to be 
that we prefer to use kids in our mania for speed and more speed. These 
youligsters haven't had a chance to develop character—in fact they: are 
discouraged whenever they do show any indication of it. The coaches 
all seem to want docile youngsters who do exactly what they are told and 
are content io fit quietly into the machine, 


I suppose it is just another aspect of the machine age we are in. 
Results are considered all-important and individualism is something 
that must be subordinated to the utmost co-operation and 
co-ordination, Coaches shy away from the type of player they think 
may not accept the role of being just another cog in the machine fhey 
are putting together. We have unconsciously applied the general 
principles of mass production te our athletes and got a uniform 
Product. 


Another major reason why we are not likely to again see the intense 
interest of 20 years ago is that we have grown out of the small town 
category into that of a large city, We have lost a lot of that close personal 
contact stuff. The smaller towns and cities in Alberta may again enjoy 
Seasons of feverish sport interest when they have a particularly good 
team, but we are not likely to see it here. 


Problems of Whole World Face Us 
EN, too, our inteyests have grown world-wide in the last two decades 
as radio, and the press and air travel are developing a world-wide 
consciousness and the bitter lessons of two world wars are not likely 
to let us forget that what happens in Bali today may be our personal 
headache tomorrow. 


Until the world settles down to a stable peace and we have solved 
the economic problems between us and a reasonably care-free life, it 
will be hard to rekindle the old, all-absorbing interest in some 
particular sport team.

“I know that half your team is 
the greatest in the world,” said 
Ross, pointing to Milt Schmidt, 
Bobby Bauer and Woody Dumart, 
former Boston stars who will finish 
out the season with Flyers. 

“If the rest of the team is nearly 
&s good, I can guarantee you should 
win the Allan Cup.” 

As for the Stanley Cup champ- 
ions, Ross said he felt sure they 
would be agreeable to such a series. 
“I know we (Bruins) would be glad 
to play such a game and I hope I 
can speak for the other teams who 
have a chance to win the Stanley 
Cup,” he said. 

Air Vice-Marshal G, O. Johnson, 
deputy chief of air staff, told Ross 
he was “overwhelmed” by the pro- 
posal and promised that Flyers will 
do their best to make it a reality.

Canada cannot wait until the 
war‘ls over to introduce state 
medicine and health insurance, if 
the country is to reach its peak in 
war production, Dr. Mary Hunter 
told a meeting of the Workers’ Ed- 
cational Association in the Pub- 
Mo.-Library, Tuesday night. Dr. 
Hunter wae introduced by Robert 
MecCreath, president of the tocal 
branch. } 


Substantiating her contention, Dr. 
Hunter declared that a weakening 
of the war effort would be inevit- 
able if loss of time through illness, 
preventable by preventive and cur- 
ative medica) care, was not lessen 
ed. “In 1931,” she said. “it was prov- 
en -that 000,000 worth of wage 
hours were lost by workers through 
illness.” 

Repetition of such @ condition can 
and should be prevented by ex- 
pansion of public health services 
and compulsory health insurance, 
she asserted. 


MEDICAL EDUCATION 

At present only one cent in every 
dollar spent on medical care is de- 
voted to medical education in Can- 
ada, which stands fer below the 
standard of health 
Europe, she pointed out. 

“While medical science has ad- 
vanced tremendously in past 
years,” she said, “the expense of 
medies! care has also gone shead, 
and has passed the bounds of 
many in the low income brack- 
ets.” 

In 1936, she reported, 66 per cent 
ef Canada’s population was medi- 
cally indigent, being unable to pro- 
cure medical care when needed, 
through lack of funds.

The company requires the use 
of gas in manufactures and has 
selected Alberta as a likely site 
for a plant owing to the large 
supply of natural gas. Bearing in 
mind the possibility that the gas 
supply might run out, it has taken 
into, consideration the use of coal 
for preducing manufactured gas. 

As a result of the firm’s inquiries, 
a eurvey of the location and avail- 
ability of/ coal in the province has 
been made and is contained in the 
research counci! report. 

In this most recent report, it is es- 
timated that some 8,700,000,000 tons 
of coal are available in proved areas 
of coal development. 

SUPPLIES AVAILABLE 

The coal, supplies are shown as 
followe:, Cadomin-Luscar area, 2,250 
million tons; Nordegg area, 350 mil- 
lion tons; Banff ares, 900 million 
tons; Crow's Nest area, 1,500 million 
tons; Lethbridge, Taber, Pincher, 
Magrath and general southern area, 
2.575 million tons; Edmonton area, 
200 million tons; Drumheller area, 
800 million tons. 

Nearly all the mines now operat- 
ing can increase their coal outputs, 
the report says. Drumheller could 
boost its production by 300'per cent. 
With reference to the Highwood 
district it is stated, “Very large 
areas can be opened up with tre- 
mendous output, but a railway is 
required.”

For many years I have found it 
necessary to explain away the com- 
mon belief that acid fruits have any 
direct bearing in producing the con- 
dition of the body called acidosis. 

From my experience, I am con- 
vinced there is not the slightest ex- 
cuse for believing that acid fruits 
have any direct effect in creating 
this condition. 

In order to understand this fact, 
it is well first of all, to know what 
acidosis means. The simplest defi- 
nition is that acidosis refers to a 
lessened alkalinity. In normal 
health, the tissues of the body are 
faintly alkaline, however, through 
incorrect habits of living, including 
the use of too many foods which 
leave an acid ash in the body, the 
normal] alkalinity may be reduced, 
producing the state which we call 
acidosis. 

The name acidosis implies that 
the body is overly acid, which is 
incorrect, as the blood and other 
tissues are not really acid during 
life. Many patients refer to acidos- 
is as hyper-acidity, and this also is 
likely to produce the wrong im- 
pression. Within the next few 
years, I believe that the more cor- 
rect term of lessened alkalinity will 
be adopted to designate the condi- 
tion we now refer to as acidosis. 

Acidosis is often produced by the 
over use of those foods which leave 
an acid ash in the body. When duc 
to this cause, it is easily corrected 
by using more of the alkaline form- 
ing foods. Briefly listed, the acid 
forming foods are: Meats, eggs, 
fish, and starches such as bread. 
The alkaline forming foods are: 
Fruit, fruit juice, and vegetables. 
Potatoes and lima beans also belong 
in this alkaline group. 

A long time ago, when foods were 
first classified, some of the fruits 
were given the name of acid fruits, 
on account of their containing na- 
tural fruit acids. When eaten, such 
fruits are called acid, but after be- 
ing burned in the body they leave 
an alkaline ash, and hence their 

final effect is an alkalizing effect. 
Because of this the so-called acid 
fruits are often beneficial in cor- 
recting an acidosis built up by us- 
ing too many acid-forming foods. 
Patients sometimes do not under- 
stand this point and when their 
doctor tells them to stay away from 
acid-forming foods, they think this 
means to stay away from the acid 
fruits, 

When you wish to alkalize the 
body, the best method to use is the 
short fast on fruit juice. I have yet 
to find any other treatment which 
is superior to this. The best fruit 
juices to use for the purpose are 
orange juice, grapefruit juice, can- 
ned tomato juice, and canned un- 
sweetened pineapple juice. Choose 
any kind of juice desired, take one 
eight-ounce glass every two hours 
while you are awake; keep this up

Keeps Watch 


On Children Sent Overseas 


LONDON, Feb. 18.—(CP)—From 
the top floor of a Mayfair office 
building, Britain keeps watch on 
her children sent overseas in 1940 
when the horrors of total war seem- 
ed imminent. 

In a small suite of offices, the 
children’s overseas reception board 
still functions, although the evacu- 
ation scheme it was appointed to 
operate for the government was 
suspended in the autumn of 1940 
due to the shipping situation. Tor- 
pedoing of two evacuee ships, with 
loss of 79 children. also was a factor 
in this suspension 

There is still plenty of work, 
however, for the organization's 
staff, reduced to about 15 from the 
500 employed when the plan was in 
full bloom. Principal job now is 
acting as liaison between parents 
and children but keeping an up:to- 
date card index system showing ac- 
tivities of the 2,600 evacuees also is 
important. 


The liaison work calls for the 
combined qualities of sympathetic 
aunt, postman and private investi- 
gator. Worried sometimes by lack 
of mail from their children or an 
“unhappy” letter, parents rush to 
the board for advice, While such 
complaints are few, spokesmen said, 
they are promptly investigated.

A cable goes immediately to one 
of the permanent representatives in 
the dominions and soon the parents’ 
anxiety is eased. In Canada, where 
1,532 children were sent, Mrs. 
Thomas Snow represents the organ- 
ization with her headquarters in 
Ottawa. 

Canada’s evacuee contingent was 
the largest. Australia received 577 
children, New Zealand 202 and 
South Africa %3. The United States 
took 838. In addition, hundreds of 
children went abroad under private 
auspices.

America's Card Authority 
Yesterday's article on the opening 
lead listed seven of the strongest 
Possible suit holdings and the cor- 
rect lead from each. Now I will 
continue with more possible hold- 
Remember that the correct 
card to lead depends on whether 
the contract is no trump or a suit. 
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In conjunction with yesterday's 
article, we see that in opening 
against a suit contract from a hold- 
ing topped by the ace. the correct 
lead is the ace, if the king is lack- 
ing, or the king from both honors 
The general rule is, “Do not under- 
ledd an ace against a suit bid.” 
While experienced players some- 
times depart from this rule, the ex- 
ception is justifiable only in certain 
very special bidding situations 

The lead of a king against any 
contract shows that the leader also 
holds the ace or queen or both 

Against no trump, as a rule, an 
honor is led only from a holding 
of at least three honors, with at 
least two of them in sequence. The 
lead from holding No, 25 is founded 
on tye standard king lead from 
king-queen-ten. This holding is like 
king-queen-ten, “stepped down” in 
rank. 

Against a suit, an honor may be 
led (not always) from a sequence 
of only two. Note especially hold- 
ing No. 18 


It used to be standard practice to | 


lead an honor from any sequence 
of two against a suit contract, that 
is, the king from king-queen-deuce 
the queen from holding No. 26. But 
modern practice inclines to the low- 
card lead in the Jatter case, 

With no sequence at all at the 
top of a suit, the Normal correct 
lead is the fourth highest

Minister Stresses Alberta Contribution To War Effort 


Opposition To 


Monetary 


Reform Will Please Nazi 
Leader Dr. Cross States 


Hitler and his henchmen would be well pleased at the 
Opposition to the Social Credit government’s monetary 
reform policies, was the opinion expressed by Hon. W. W. 
Cross, minister of health and relief, speaking in the budget 
debate in the legislature on Tuesday. 


“He knows that we have the + 


solution for Canada’s financial 
difficulties, and anything said or 
done that will hinder the :none- 
tary reform movement or the so- 
cialization-of-credit movement Is 
all to his advantage,” Dr. Cross 
declared, 


Dr. Cross was followed by J. 
Percy Page, Ind., Edmonton, and 
was adjourned by N, 3. 
James, S.C., Edmonton. The house 
will observe the Ash Wednesday 
holiday and adjourned to Thursday. 


PROMPT WAR AID 

The minister, in his address, re- 
viewed the assistance given the 
federal government's war program 
by the provincial government, gave 
a summary of the work of the 
health department in 1941 and spoke 
at length on the government's ad- 
vocacy of “mobilization of the 
financial system.” 

Stating that several members of 
the opposition had charged that 
the provincial government's war 
effort was “not what it should 
be,” the minister outlined some of 
the assistance given the Domin- 
fon, ag follows: 
1—As soon as mobilization 
started in Alberta, the bureau of 
public welfare turned over to the 
department of national defence all 
available bedding and blankets to 
furnish their camps. We turned 
over the soup kitchen to be used as 
a barracks. They are still using it 
2—The health department placed 
at their disposal the s‘aff of our 
venereal disease contro] branch. We 
bought moving picture reels and 
sent our lecturer on social hygiene 
around to instruct the men how to 
protect themselves from these dis- 
eases, 

S—The staff at the university 
laboratory are giving approximately 
half of their time to war work. 

4—The staff of the department of 
education are administering the 
training of mechanics, 

All of these civil servants are 
being paid their salaries out of pro- 
vincial revenue, 


BUILDINGS GIVEN 

§—The department of public 
works gave them all the buildings 
they asked for and offered them 
more. The department of public 
works also used their road machin. 
ery to build air fields. 

@—The department of lands and 
mines leased them approximately 
700,000 acres of land for 99 years at 
one dollar a year. 

—The treasury branch invested 
$1,700,000.00 in the 1941 bond issue. 

“Three days after war was de- 
clared this government voted 
unanimously that the federal gov- 
ernment should utilize and mobilize 
all the resources of Canada, includ- 
ing the monetary system, to make 
sure of the winning of the war,” 
Dr. Cross continued. 

“If the honorable members will 
take the trouble to compare our 
effort with that of the other west- 
ern provinces, they will find that 
we top the list,” he added. 

“The federal government has the 
power, through the War Measures 
Act, to mobilize all the resources 
of Canada including money and 
manpower, if they want to use it,” 
he said. 

The Social Credit government, 
he said, felt it was wrong and not 
good administration “to waste time 
and money and risk the danger of 
creating serious dissension through- 
out Canada by holding a pleb- 
iscite.” 

“HITLER KNOWS” 

Making the statement that Hitler 
“knows we have the solution for 
Canada's financial difficulties,” he 
added, “He knows that if our plat- 
form were put into effect by the 
democratic countries gur war effort 
could be practically doubled; we 
would be able to put the imple- 
ments of war into the hands of our 
fighting men and then Nazism 
would soon be wiped out of exist- 
ence; so I am _ convinced, Mr. 
Speaker, that jour opponents are, 
without realizing what they are do- 
ing. playing right into his hands.” 

He declared that, if monetary re- 
form continued to be opposed, 
“then the thing he (Hitler) fears 
most, a democratic change in our 
economic system, will be a dead 
igsue. I hope for the benefit of the 
whole human race, our opponents 
will wake up to what they are do- 
ing before it is too late.” 

Stating that he felt the greatest 
hindrance to the war effort was 
(ear of insecurity on the part of the 
men in the army and the citizens 
in their homes: he contended that 
the greatest stimulant to the war 
effort would be for the federal gov- 
ernment to put into effect legisla- 
tion that would guarantee social 
security for “every willing worker 
in the Dominion of Canada.” 

“It would put an end to the temp- 
tation to graft and petty politics, 
al] surplus money would gladly be 
placed at the disposal of the gov- 
ernment, it would do away with 
the necessity of a bond-selling cam- 
paign: they would realize then that 
the government of Canada care’ 
dor the welfare of its people, we 
would have the greatest country in 
the world to work and fight for, the 
spirits of our people would »e rais- 
ed to the hignest pitch and [I am 
convinced we would then see a war 
effort in Canada that would astound 
the world,” he said 


line of some of the work being done 
by branches of the department of 
health,” ‘the minister said, 

“During 1941 three new health 
units were established. This bringa 
the total to nine. These nine un- 
its serve 154,000 people; of this 
number 32,000 are school children. 
Six of these units correspond in 
territory with school divisions. 
We find that this correspondence 
facilitates the work of, both or- 
ganizations and tends to greater 
co-operation in matters pertain- 
ing to the health of the school 
population, 

“The general infantile mortality 
rateefor rural areas is from 40 per 
cent, to 60 per cent. higher than 
that of the cities of Edmonton and 
Calgary, but we find that in areas 
included in health units which have 
been in operation for a few years, 
their rates are brought down to the 
level of the two cities and in some 
cases actually lower. 

DISTRICT NURSING 

“In 1941 three new districts in 
our district nursing service were 
established. This brings the total 
to 33, an increase of 20 over 1938, 
The work of these nurses in the 
early years was principally matern- 
ity and first aid, but during the 
last few years a great deal of im- 
munization work has been carried 
on., These districts are now de- 
veloping into health teaching cen- 
tres and, in some, venereal disease 
treatment and instruction is given 
under the direction of the director 
of sociaj hygiene. 

“The expansion of tuberculosis 
Prevention and treatment work 
that began in 1936 has continued. 

“A comparison of the work done 
in 1935 with that done in 1940, indi- 
cates the development in this field 
during the last six years. 

“In 1936 a total of 184 clinics 
was held and 1,803 examinations 
made. In 1940 a total of 313 
clinics was held and 10,222 exam- 
inations made. 

“The death rate in 1935 was 25 
per hundred thousand population. 
The 1940 death rate was 17 per hun- 
dred thousand of population; so we 
are saving the lives of more patients 
each year than were being saved 
at that time. This is principally 
due; to getting them early, through 
the work of our clinics. 

“Total number of patients exam- 
ined at the two cancer clinics up to 
the end of December was 1,142. 

“Ot this number 570 were found 
to be suffering from some form of 
cancer, approximately 50 per cent. 
“Of these 159 were diagnosed as 
hopeless, having had the disease 
for a long time before ccming to 
the clinic. The other 411 were 
given deep X-ray therapy and a 
cure ig hoped for in approximately‘ 
60 per cent of these cases. 

“As the cure of cancer depends 
on early diagnosis, we hope that by 
education and the fact that these 
free clinics exist, people will come 
for examination earlier, so that a 
greater percentage of cases may be 
saved,” the minister said. 

Of the child placement work, he 
sald; “At the end of December, 


1941. there were 1,515 children 
wards of the province. Of this 
number 1,305 were in foster 


homes. For most of these the de- 
partment supplies clothing, school 
books and medical attention. 

“The other 210 are being fully 
maintained by the department in 
institutions and private homes; 
some waiting for placement, but 
the great majority, through mental 
or physical weakness, will have to 
be institutionalized for the rest of 
their days. 

“Placements in foster homes for 
the year 1941 totalled 651. 

“The number of British children 
placed in homes in Alberta, 112. 


HOSPITAL GRANTS 

“In Alberta we have 94 approved 
hospitals receiving hospital grants,” 
he said, The total number of beds 
is 4,635. In 1940 there were 1,179,932 
patient days in hospital for which 
we paid a grant of $491,570. The 
grant for 1941 will run well over 


Health units and district nurses 
now are undertaking the work of 
general education in foods in order 
to cope with the problem of gen- 
eral nutrition, he continued, Re- 
cent surveys in rura) health units 


‘and in some cities, he added, had 


shown that malnutrition wag not so 
much a matter of insufficient food 
as of unsuitable food. The incid- 
ence of malnutrition was as high or 
higher in prosperous districts as in 
poorer districts. 

To rehabilitate families who had 
received relief for a number of 
years and found it impossible to 
re-establish themselves, he said, the 
governmem acquired the use of 
vacant farm buildings, cach with a 
few acres of ground. During the 
past year 208 families had been 
placed on these acreages and all but 
23 were now making their own liv- 
ing. 

Giving a general picture of relief, 
he said the average number on re- 
lief for the past 12 months was 11,- 
480. The number on relief provid- 
ed with medica) attention and hos- 
pitalization was 3,231, The number 
of citizens of the province, inelud- 
ing dependents, who are not able 
to pay for medical attention or hos- 
pitalization, if they need it, is 70+ 
000, he said 
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4#the Ponoka, Oliver, Claresholm and 


Raymond mental institutions and 
the increase for last year was 932, 
he said. At the Red Deer home for 
juvenile delinquents, there are 253, 
with last year’s increase 37. 

There are 420 patients in the san- 
itarium, an increase of five over 
last year. 


SHORTAGE OF MONEY 

“Our whole problem at present 
is the relating of services to 
money,” he continued, “but if we 
had a sane money system our only 
problem would be providing ser- 
vices; money would be supplied ac- 
cording to need. We find there is 
no shortage in goods or men 
and women to. give service, 
but that there is a shortage of 
money in the hands of those need- 
ing the services. 

“Money is made from paper and 
ink, of which we have plenty, but 
unfortunately it is only made and 

distributed at the pleasure and 
profit of certain individuals who 
have been granted a monopoly over 
its creation. 

“We have been hoodwinked in 
the past into believing that if all 
able-bodied citisens were receiv- 
ing a falr wage or were guaran- 
teed an income sufficient to pro- 
vide them with a decent stand- 
ard of living, we would have in- 
flation. This bogey has been 
driven out into the open. We see 
vhow easy it is to prevent infla- 
tien by controlling prices and 
wages; it is not even being done 
in a acientific way and still it 
works. 

“To make it a real success an- 
other step that should be taken im- 
mediately, would be to set the 
prices of all commodities on a 
par, based on the amount of 
energy required to produce them, 
and then set wages on a par based 
on the responsibility and energy, 
both mental and physical, required 
to do the work. 


WAR COMES FIRST 


“Monetary reformers have two 
terrific fights on their hands. Our 
first duty is to do everything pos- 
sible to win the war, and second 
to win monetary reform. We know 
if we could succeed in _ bringing 
about monet##y reform immediate- 
ly, it would greatly assist the war 
effort, but failing in this, we must 
win the waft and then go on and 
bring about this reform later. 


“If the war ended tomorrow, ap- 
proximately half a million men 
would be out of work; we would be 
back in the same position we were 
in before the war started; and the 
best we hear that is going to be 
done for them is to rehabilitate 
them on farms, That was tried af.er 
the. last war, but not more than 
three per cent, of the men went 
out on farms and not more than one 
per cent. made it a success, so ihe 
very best our rehabilitated men 
could hope for would be to produce 
below cost of production and .de- 
pend on relief for the balance of 
their living. 

NOT BEST SYSTEM 

“Surely this is not the best peace 
time economic system that can be 
worked out; but that is what is 
being planned. 

“It is absurd for our opponents 
to expect the people of this prov- 
ince to put a government out that 
has a solution for our financial 
difficulties, a government anxious 
and willing to demonstrate how it 
can be done if the heels of the 
financiers and politicians were 
kept of! our.necks. They know 
they have no solution themselves 
and their only excuse for wanting 
to get Into power, is so they can 
serve thelr bosses, the financiers. 

“There is no doub!, Mr. Speaker 
that if they got into office they 
would pay the full rate of interest 
to the bondholders and cut down 
on social services to make up the 
difference; they would wipe out all 

protection to debtors that we have 
set up. In fact I am led to believe 
it would be a Roman holiday for 
the money lenders and morigage 
companies in return for their sup- 
port. 

“I hope we all realize that there 
is no need for poverty in Canada, 
that there is no need of our war 
effort lagging from the lack of 
money, and that there is no real 
Obstacle in the way of carrying on 
a program that will put every able- 
bodied man to work now and keep 
him working after the war is over,” 
Dr, Cross gaid. 

PRODUCTION OF GOODS 

The men today engaged in war 
work were not producing what was 

commonly known as consumable 
goods, he said, but were spending 
their wages consuming gbods pro- 
duced by others. If war production 
stopped, there would be the same 
amount of coNsumable goods avail- 
able as when they were working. 

It would be safe to continue 
paying these people wages and let 
them be idle. but a better plan 
would be to put some of them to 
work preducing the goods needed 
te raise the general standard of 
living. The rest could be em- 
ployed on re-forestration, road- 
building, defence industries and 
other government improvements. 

“There is enough work in Can- 
ada to keep us all busy for the next 
hundred years,” he said, ‘and we 
could all be paid wages and we 

could all enjoy a high standard of 
living, with no danger of inflation 
if we were to exert even the slight- 
est degree of scientific contro] to 
prevent it.’ Surplus money could 
be drained off by a special income 
tax, he explained.

Actor’s Praise 


“Milk, in wartime, is perhaps as 
vital to Great Britain as the very 
ammunition that has held the cn- 
émy at bay for nearly two and a 
half years.” 


In thoge few simple words, lan 
Hunter, noted Hollywood actor, who 
came to Alberta to campaign for the 
new Victory Loan drive, paid a 
memorable tribute to the Edmonton 
Kinsmen Club and all member or- 
ganizations throughout the lengih 
and breadth of Canada. for their 
splendid work in sending almost 
1,000,000 gallons of whole milk to 
the embattled children of the “Is- 
land Fortress.” 


“WONDERFUL THING” 

Mr. Hunter, engaged in a verie 
table whirl of activities since his 
arrival in Edmonton Tuesday, touk 
a few minutes out for an impromptu 


interview late in the afternoon. On 
learning of the Kinsmen's Milk for 
Britain Fund and the splendid sup- 
port it has been receiving, he be- 
came almost lavish in his praise. 

“This kind of work is simply mar- 
velous—one of the most wonderful 
things I've heard of”, he declared 
with obvious understanding of the 
many difficulties encountered in 
maintaining an adequate supply of 
pure, whoie milk for the children 
of an island virtually besieged by 
one of the most ruthless foes the 
world has ever known, 

“We all know .the awful time 
everyone over there has been hav- 
ing. Of course there is no starvation. 
There is food enough to go rouna, 
but for the most part while whoie- 
some, it is rather dull, and milk, 
well, that’s a real luxury these days. 


“TERRIFIC SERVICE” 

The task undertaken by the Kins- 
men to raise money through their 
milk bottles placed at strategic 
points in all cities and towns, was 
in Mr, Hunter's words a “terrific 
service.” “I’m overjoyed to even 
learn about it,” he said. “It certainly 
makes a fellow feel good to know 
that people here, through the Kins- 
men’s clubs, are doing their utmost 
to keep British youngsters supplied 
with this essential food.” 

Mr. Hunter described the milk 
situation in Britain as bad. To illus- 
trate the need for more, and still 
more of the vital fluid, he referred 
to a letter, recently received from 
a friend in England. It reveaied 
that one of the largest British candy 
manufacturers whose product has 
long been noted for its high vitamin 
content, had publicly advertised: 
“Don't cat our chocolate bars. Save 
them for children who aren't get- 
ting enough milk.” 

“So you see,” he said, “it isn't 
very hard for me to realise the 
value of the work being done by 
the Kinsmen clubs. Supplying 
milk is a tremendous problem. 
But it must be done. 1 think it 
is as important as ammunition. 
It is one of the most important 
foods in building strong, virile 
bodies. And isn't that what a na- 
tion at war needs—strength, and 
then more strength to fight on 
until victory is won. 


The actor went on to reveal that 
most Britons simply don’t bother 
to mention air raids any more when 
they write to friends and relatives 
abroad, “It is just a matter of 
routine to them now,” he said, “and 
as for morals, well there just isn’t 
any question at all about that.” 


U. 8S. REACTION 

Mr. Hunter shyly confessed that 
he had been “taking his dog forsa 
walk" when Japan launched the 
treacherous attack on Pearl Harbor 
and announced to the world thai 
che was at war with Great Britain 
and the United States. The vicious 
aggression, he said, had galvanized 
the nation into action. “Everyone 
got pretty mad, and the ‘lift’ in 
the spirits of the people was noih- 
ing less than amazing.” 

He described the average Ameri- 
can workingman as being whole- 
heartedly in the struggle and ready 
to co-operate with the governmert 
to the fullest extent, 

“Why on pay days and Salur- 
days, sometimes it's impossible to 
get near the wickets in city post 
offices to buy an ordinary post- 
age stamp, so large are the 
queues of people waiting to pur- 
chase war bonds or stamps.” he 
said. “The same kind of spirit 
prevails in Edmonton. Ever since 
I arrived here all I've seen and 
heard is the utmost enthusiasm 
for the new Victory Loan. I'm 
sure this loan is going to go to 
the top, and then over the top 
tm no small measure.” 

Mr. Hunter also expressed de- 
light with Edmonton. He particu. 
larly liked the sharp, invigorating 
air, which, after all, is quite a 
contrast to the year round warm‘h 
of Hollywood where he makes his 
home.
